As Eacebook hits Wall Street this week 
with a public stock offering that could value 
the company at more than $100 billion, in- 
vestors appear dazzled by the company’s un- 
canny ability to put the right advertisements 
in front of its roughly 900 million users. 

“The unique thing about these guys is the 
accuracy with which they can help advertis- 
ers and marketers understand who they’re 


getting,” said Arvind Bhatia, an analyst with 
Sterne Agee Einancial Services. “On Eace- 
book, your information is authentic; they 
are able to basically make the ads, and your 
experience, more relevant. I think that is 
unique. It’s unprecedented and the reach is 
unparalleled.” 

In documents filed in relation to its stock 
offering, Eacebook says that about 85 per- 
cent of its revenue comes from advertising. 
The other 15 percent comes from payments 
made within apps that run on the site (a 
head-turning 12 percent is from a single 
source— Zynga, makers of social games such 
as “EarmVille.”) 

As Bhatia suggests, Eacebook’s unprec- 
edented advertising advantage is built upon 
the service it provides. As users interact with 
the site, they gradually build a fuller and 
fuller picture of themselves. That, in turn, 
lets Eacebook sell advertisers on its ability to 
put their product in front of the people most 
likely to be interested. 


How targeted ads work 

Say a woman who has listed her home- 
town as New Orleans changes her relation- 
ship status from “single” to “engaged.” 
Facebook suddenly has a hot prospect to 
offer up to a bridal retailer or caterer in the 
Big Easy. To dig deeper, if she lists her MBA 
from Loyola and has “liked” pages for, say, 
Saks Fifth Avenue and Mercedes Benz, you 
get a fuller picture of how much she might 
be willing to spend. 

“With a reported 901 million members, 
Facebook is a great test bed for under- 
standing consumers and their purchas- 
ing interests,” said Jan Rezab, CEO of 
Socialbakers, a social-media analytics firm. 
“Before Facebook, marketers relied on on- 
line surveys or focus groups to determine 
customer interest. Now, they can reach the 
customer directly on their Facebook page.”

User data and privacy 

Time and again, tweaks to Facebook’s pri- 
vacy settings have prompted user backlash, 
occasionally to the point that the site has 
reversed or modified those changes. 

According to a recent Associated Press/ 
CNBC poll, three out of five users say they 
have little or no faith that the company will 
protect their personal information. Half 
of those who use the site daily say they 
wouldn’t make a purchase through it and 
57 percent of all users claimed they never 
click on ads or other sponsored content. 

On a page about its advertising ap- 
proach, Facebook makes it clear that it 
never sells user data, saying that “if you 
don’t feel like you’re in control of who sees 
what you share, you probably won’t use 
Facebook as much, and you’ll share less 
with your friends.” cnn

WHAT TO EXPECT WHEN 60 HEADS OF STATE 
ROLL INTO THE WINDY CITY THIS WEEKEND

The big question on everyone’s mind: What will downtown look like leading up to and during the 
NATO summit? 

While some details are known, others remain anyone’s guess. 

Thousands of police officers will leave their districts across the city and report for duty downtown 
to make the city safe for world leaders at the summit, protesters and everybody else just trying to go 
about their business. A swath of the city from McCormick Place to the south, to Lincoln Park to the 
north, will get special treatment as some 6o heads of state arrive to talk about global security issues 
during the Sunday-through-Monday meeting. 



Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy is try- 
ing to walk a fine line to handle whatever may 
come while not making people feel like they^re liv- 
ing in a police state. His top aides sent out memos 
late last week to commanders directing officers to 
appear as nonthreatening as possible. 

Officers are to report for duty in simple uni- 
form pants— no commando-style cargo pants. 
They were told to bring their helmets and batons 
just in case, but to wear their formal “crown caps.” 

‘As the event nears, we’ll be ramping up piece- 
meal. You’ll be seeing more officers basically on a 
daily basis. And we’re very confident that we’re go- 
ing to have a safe event and we’re going to achieve 
our goals,” McCarthy said late last week at a brief- 
ing for business leaders. He said his department’s 
main objectives are to “protect free speech. First 
Amendment rights, while at the same time ensure 


criminal activity is dealt with swiftly” 

Jeff Cramer, a former federal prosecutor who 
now manages the Chicago office of global security 
consultancy Kroll International, said many busi- 
ness clients are telling employees to stay home. 
But Cramer said he doesn’t think Chicago will 
turn into a ghost town during the summit Sunday 
and Monday 

That said, the appearance of fences and con- 
crete barricades, throngs of armed personnel, 
and long motorcades of black vehicles snaking 
through the streets could be halting for some. 

“For most people it’s going to be more visceral. 
It’s going to be seeing law enforcement in a quan- 
tity that we’re just not used to,” he said. 

Detectives, who typically have a business-attire 
dress code but are donning uniforms this week, 
have been told they likely will be assigned to the 


outer layers of dignitary protection, near Mc- 
Cormick Place, where leaders will meet, and the 
nearby Museum Campus or hotels where they will 
congregate. 

McCarthy said the department would stay fully 
staffed by moving from three eight-hour shifts to 
two i2-hour shifts, allowing the department to 
fully cover whole days with one-third fewer offi- 
cers. That extra portion of the force will be shift- 
ed downtown for summit duty 

“It’s going to cost us a little bit of money, but at 
the end of the day we anticipate that we’re going 
to be able to maintain our enforcement efforts in 
the neighborhood while maintaining safety down- 
town,” McCarthy said Tuesday 

Hundreds of members of the Illinois National 
Guard will be in the city in dress uniform, used 
to chauffeur some delegation staff and dignitar-

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COPS ON BIKES 

As early as last week, Chicago police began 
to ramp up visibility on downtown streets, 
especially by using larger bicycle patrols, 
with officers in small clusters positioned 
around the Loop and along Michigan 
Avenue. On Tuesday, it was more of the 
same, with officers more visible at key cor- 
ners and patrolling on bikes, which have be- 
come a key tool for police in crowd-control 
at recent smaller protests. 


ies around the city in dozens of civilian vehicles, 
many of which could be seen lined up near Mc- 
Cormick Place this week. Other members of the 
Guard are on training maneuvers in Marseilles, an 
Illinois River town about loo miles southwest of 
Chicago, but they could be called up if authorities 
need reinforcements. Guard spokeswoman April 
Hawes said. 

Chicago also will get some help from Illinois 
State Police, Cook County sheriff’s police and 
several downstate departments, as well as mem- 
bers of the Milwaukee and Philadelphia police 
departments, and officers from Charlotte, N.C., 
which is tuning up to host the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention this summer. These officers 
will be under Chicago command and typically will 
be used in secondary roles protecting venues and 
helping with transportation issues. 


Though Chicago police officers will be the face 
of security in the coming week, decisions made by 
the U.S. Secret Service are dictating much of how 
the NATO summit affects city life. The agency is 
responsible for protecting dignitaries from more 
than 50 countries, including running as many as 
100 motorcades from hotels aU over downtown to 
McCormick Place, restaurants and other locations. 

The Secret Service made the decision on what 
is likely to be the biggest disruption to the city— a 
transportation plan that closes both Interstate 55 
and Lake Shore Drive around McCormick Place, 
alters Metra operations, and calls for “rolling clo- 
sures” of the Kennedy Expressway while motor- 
cades shuttle world leaders to and from O’Hare 
International Airport. 

The main objective of the Secret Service is to 
create a safe bubble around President Obama and 


the foreign delegates under the agency’s protec- 
tion. How it all looks to the people who actually 
live here is a secondary concern. 

Mayor Emanuel and his aides have said for 
months that such inconveniences pale compared 
to the windfall of attention, prestige and future 
revenue expected for the city But if protests get 
out of hand, or even if gridlock caused by road 
closings and motorcades brings misery to com- 
muters, it wiU be Emanuel and McCarthy— not 
the federal government— who will hear about it. 

“CPD owns this, one way or another,” said po- 
licing expert Chuck Wexler, executive director 
of the Police Executive Research Eorum. “Every- 
body else leaves and goes back to Washington, or 
wherever they came from. But Garry McCarthy 
and the Chicago Police Department have to deal 
with whatever happens.”

Miguel Fuentes was back on patrol with his 
fellow Guardian Angels on Wednesday, a day 
after he and three other members of the vol- 
unteer security patrol were knifed trying to 
catch a mugger on an platform. 

Fuentes, 40, needed 17 stitches to close an 
arm wound given him by a knife-wi elding man 
who attacked him and his partners as they 
struggled with a mugger. It marked the first 
time in 24 years of being a Guardian Angel 
that he's been wounded. 

■'IVe had knives pulled on me a hunch of 
times. IVe been shot at— IVe never been 
hit— and IVe fought with guys with guns,” 
said Fuentes, who is head of the Chicago 
chapter of the Guardian Angels. “T'his 
was the first time IVe ever been stabbed, 
though.” 

'llie stabbing took place about 11:30 p.m. 
'lliesday at the Clark and Division Red Line 
platform. As Fuentes watched from out- 
side the train, one attacker pistol-whipped a 
27-year-old Edge water man and snatched his 
iPhone as the train slowed. lie bolted onto 
the platform to find Fuentes and three other 
Guardian Angels waiting for him. 

'llie four Angels wrestled the man to the 
ground, but an accomplice pulled out a fold- 
ing knife and stabbed at them until they re- 
leased the mugger. 

Fuentes' arm was slashed. Alario Rodri- 
guez was stabbed in the head and needed two 
staples to close the wound; Keaunthi Davis, 
22, was cut on his ribcage and needed stitches 
and Eric Euiogio, 20, an Angel for just four 
months, was cut on the arm. 


Police spokesman Dave Mirabelli called 
the Angels’ actions “valiant” but said the de- 
partment encourages civilians to act as eyes 
and ears for police, rather than physically 
confronting violent criminals. 

Guardian Angels act only when they wit- 


ness a crime being committed and are never 
armed. 

PoHce union spokesman Pat Camden 
agreed Fuentes and his compatriots were 
brave but pointed out that, in the end, four 
people were stabbed and the mugger still got 


the victim's phone. 

“Their intentions arc very, very good, but 
they are unarmed and they don't have any 
power to arrest,” Camden said, “It takes a cer- 
tain amount of tenacity to do what they do, 
but they're lucky nobody got killed.”

Brown enslaved about 12 girls or young women 
by taking their money IDs and cellphones and 
tightly controlling their contact with the outside 
world. 

Brown manipulated the girls’ addictions by 
doling out just enough heroin to keep them from 
having withdrawal symptoms, then taking them 
to an area known as “the Track” to pick up johns, 
according to the charges. 

If a girl filled her “quota” of customers, he 
would reward her with more drugs. But if she did 
not. Brown would force her to keep working or 
put her through withdrawal sickness, prosecu- 
tors said. 

When he did feed the girls, prosecutors said. 


it was often from the McDonald’s dollar menu. 

Girls who did not obey Brown often were 
beaten or choked, prosecutors said. Once, a girl 
tried to escape, but Brown “hit her so hard that 
he knocked her unconscious,” according to the 
charges. Another woman who was raped by a 
customer was forced back on the street later that 
same day prosecutors said. 

Brown was charged with involuntary servi- 
tude and aggravated trafficking and faces up to 
30 years in prison on each count if convicted. He 
was ordered held on $i million bond. 

The case came to light earlier this year after 
the National Human Trafficking Hotline noti- 
fied Cook County sheriff’s police that a missing 
woman was being exploited by her pimp, accord- 
ing to prosecutors. That woman turned out to be 
one of Brown’s 12 victims. 

State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez said in a state- 
ment that her human trafficking team would be 
on alert throughout the NATO summit. 

Events like the NATO summit “provide sig- 
nificant potential for an increase in sex tourism,” 
the office said. “Traffickers know this demand ex- 
ists, and so they move victims much like a prod- 
uct.”

Meanwhile, a 31-year-old man was 
stabbed to death Tuesday in the 3000 
block of East 87th Street in South 
Chicago, officials said. 

Twenty-four homicides have been 
recorded so far this month.

SANFORD, Fla. A medical report by George 
Zimmerman’s family doctor shows the neigh- 
borhood watch volunteer was diagnosed with 
a fractured nose, two black eyes and two lac- 
erations on the back of the head after his fatal 
confrontation with Trayvon Martin. 

The medical exam, which was taken a day 
after Zimmerman’s Feb. 26 altercation with 
the unarmed 17-year-old, says Zimmerman suf- 
fered a “closed fracture” of his nose, according 
to two sources who have detailed knowledge of 


the investigation. 

Zimmerman, 28, is accused of killing Martin 
on Feb. 26 as the African-American teenager 
walked back to the Sanford, Fla., house where 
he was staying, after visiting a convenience 
store. Prosecutors have said Zimmerman, who 
is a white Hispanic, killed Martin unjustly after 
profiling him. 

Zimmerman, who acknowledges shooting 
Martin but claims self-defense, has entered a 
not guilty plea in the case, which has not yet 


been scheduled for trial. 

Zimmerman faces a second-degree murder 
charge in the case, which has gripped the coun- 
try caused nationwide protests and has shined 
a light on race relations and gun laws in Florida. 

After the shooting, Zimmerman told police 
that Martin rushed him after they exchanged 
words, knocked him to the ground and repeat- 
edly hit his head against a concrete sidewalk. 

The medical report appears to lend support 
to Zimmerman’s claims.

On Sunday an annular solar eclipse will be 
visible from some areas of the U.S., northern 
Mexico and Canada, according to the Insti- 
tute of Astronomy 

“Solar eclipses occur when the moon cov- 
ers the solar disk and projects its shadow on 
Earth,” the Institute explained on its website. 

A solar eclipse happens when the moon is 
in its new moon phase and is perfectly aligned 
with both the sun and the Earth. From our 
perspective, the sun is hidden. 

During the astronomical phenomenon 
Sunday the moon will be in one of its furthest 
positions from Earth, so its shadow will not 
be able to completely hide the sun, as would 
occur in a total eclipse. That’s why this phe- 
nomenon is called an annular eclipse.

Every so often a welcome hybrid enters the 
world of food and beverage. Like barbecue 
chicken pizza. Or kimchi tacos. Or black In- 
dia pale ale. 

In recent years small distillers have come 
up with a particularly rewarding addition: 
barrel-aged gin. Yes, brown gin. 

Though the phenomenon still is rare 
enough to garner second takes and disbelief 
that, yes, that light brown sipper is in fact 
gin, the trend is growing. Since Oregon-based 
Ransom Wine and Spirits introduced its love- 
ly delicate Old Tom gin aged in pinot noir and 
chardonnay barrels, several smaller regional 
distilleries have tried their own takes. 

That includes Corsair Artisan, which 
has distilleries in Kentucky and Tennessee, 
Roundhouse Spirits in Boulder, Colo., and 
Few Spirits in Evanston. All are limited and, 
in the case of Roundhouse and Few, rarely get 
beyond the reach of local shoppers. 

Barrel-aged gin works for a couple of rea- 
sons. First, it has complementing strengths: 
whiske/s weighty muscle— the wood, smoke 
and nuttiness that come from barrel-aging 


—meets gin’s complicated beauty Together, 
they strike a fine peppery-floral balance that 
rounds gin’s sharpest corners and mellows 
whiskey’s bite. 

Second is the wide variety of possibilities. 
Depending on the grain bill, the botanicals 
added, the types of barrels used and the length 
of aging, no two barrel-aged gins are the same. 

Paul Hletko, Few’s owner and distiller, was 
surprised how quickly i6i bottles of his first 
barrel-aged gin sold out this winter. He plans 
to release 400 more bottles of a slightly dif- 
ferent recipe this summer. Another release 
will follow in the fall. 

“It’s very much a gin, but it drinks like a 
whiskey” Hletko said. “It’s a nice hybrid, and 
it just wowed people.” 

Some distillers, such as Roundhouse Spirits, 
simply barrel-age their standard gin. For his 
version, Hletko distills a handful of particu- 
larly bold gins before aging them in a variety of 
barrels— including new, charred American oak 
and used whiskey barrels — and then blending. 

It’s one of the most complicated spirits he 
makes, and getting it right requires “educated 
guessing and experience.”

CANNES, France Here’s Bill Murra}^ a rumpled 
riot in mismatched summer wear, talking 
about his ongoing screen collaboration with 
writer-director Wes Anderson, the filmmaker 
who gave us “Rushmore,” “The Royal Tenen- 
baums,” “Fantastic Mr. Fox” and other fastidi- 
ously framed and eccentrically observed stud- 
ies in young people, their addled elders and 
their elaborate coping mechanisms: 

“Sometimes,” Murray said at the Wednes- 
day news conference following the pre- 
miere of Anderson’s “Moonrise Kingdom” in 
Cannes, “when you work with a director you 
know you not only may never see him again, 
sometimes you hope you never seen him 
again. And that goes for the director as well. 
They can’t wait for you to leave. They drive 
you to the airport to make sure you leave. 
That happens. 

“With Wes, Fve never gotten a ride to the 
airport.” 

Set on the fancifully imagined island of 
New Penzance, somewhere off the coast of 
Rhode Island, in 1965, “Moonrise Kingdom” 
takes us back to a time of transistor radios and 
Tang and discreetly roiling adolescence. It’s a 
bittersweet comic fable about two 12-year- 
olds unhappy in different ways. 

Anderson’s films often center on the feel- 
ings of misunderstood, unconventional chil- 
dren, and “Moonrise Kingdom” is his most 


direct address of that theme to date. 

Cannes adores a director with a strong 
personal stamp. In recent years, the world’s 
premier film festival has opened with Hol- 
lywood products playing out of competition, 
recent examples being “The Da Vinci Code” 
or, more happily, “Up.” Other years it’s one 
of the titles competing in the main competi- 
tion slate, some of them pretty grim, such as 
“Blindness,” an allegory of the most medici- 
nal sort. 

This year, no medicine. 

“I’m just so happy with how Wes just gets 
better,” Murray told the crowd after the first 
of Wednesday’s many showings of “Moonrise 
Kingdom.” 

Tilda Swinton, who appears in “Moonrise 
Kingdom” as a formidable and unnamed rep- 
resentative of Social Services, had this to say 
at the news conference: Anderson’s work fam- 
ily was quite simply a delight, and “I was so 
happy to join them on a kind of camping trip.” 
Murray praised Swinton as a “monstrous” ac- 
tress. 

“These are what you call ‘art films,’ ” Mur- 
ray explained. “I don’t know if you know what 
those are, but they’re films where you work 
very, very long hours for no money All we get 
is this trip to Cannes. That’s it. 

“But fortunately we’ve saved from other 
jobs we’ve worked on, so we can [afford to] 
work with Wes over and over again.”

Are you tired of aii the girl-group compari- 
sons yet? 

Yeah, we’re getting there. They’re pretty ob- 
vious on the first album, but with (“Vulture”) 
we’re just drawing bits and pieces from the 
vocal harmonies. I still love ’60s girl-group 
music, but we’re not focused on replicating 
that in anyway: 

“Vulture” strikes me as a more contempla- 
tive record. What inspired the more intro- 
spective direction? 

I personally wanted to move away from 
anything that was explicitly retro or kitschy 
and I think my songwriting took a more 
personal turn. It was a reflection of my life at 
that point. 

At times it*s as if the narrator in these songs 
has just gone through a painful breakup. 

Uh, yeah, that happened. So that’s the state I 
was in when a lot of the songs for the album 
were written. 

Was it difficult for you to share such per- 
sonal songs? 

It was. It’s scarier in a way I had always 
written personal songs but had never played 


them anywhere live. It’s definitely a more 
vulnerable feeling. {My bandmates] were 
supportive. And they’re still fun, catchy pop 
songs, so it’s not like they’re super hard to 
get into or so personal or esoteric no one can 
enjoy them. 

Are you one of those people who listens 
to depressing music when you’re feeling 
down, or do you have to seek out something 
sunnier? 

I would probably pick music that is more re- 
flective of my mood, so not something super 
cheery because that would be annoying. I’d 
say I’d look for something relaxing because I 
don’t want to inflate a bad mood. 

What artists or records do you find yourself 
turning to when you do need that pick-me- 
up? 

We listened to Young Marble Giants a lot 
when we were making the album, and I felt 
like that was pretty relaxing, contemplative 
thing to listen to. I’ve also been listening to a 
lot of X. And I like Roy Orbison if I’m sad. 

Hollows started with an ad on Craigslist. 

How did forming a band online compare 
with Internet dating? 

I’ve never done Internet dating ... but there 
was definitely an awkward moment when 
Emma [Hospelhorn] and I met and were try- 
ing to talk about what kind of music we liked 
and what kind of music we wanted to play It 
was an awkward, bar meetup kind of thing I 
imagine would be akin to dating. 

You rarely linger on “Vulture.” Most of the 
songs clock in right around two minutes and 
the longest stretches just past three and a 
half minutes. 

We follow a pretty classic pop songwriting 
structure most of the time. I personally don’t 
like a whole lot of fat in songs, so I try to 
keep it to the most essential elements. 

Do you have a short attention span in gen- 
eral? 

I think 2 V2 minutes is probably about my at- 
tention span. I think when it comes to music 
I just appreciate when a song ends and I want 
to hear it again— not when a song ends and 
I’m glad it’s finally over. 

So there’s no danger of Hollows releasing 
some sprawling, multipart epic that would 
put even the Decemberists to shame? 

I don’t think that’s going to happen anytime 
soon unless we decide to just [bleep] with 
people.

Before Nickelback be- 
came the best-selling 
band of the past 10 
years, remembers Mike 
Kroeger, they were four 
guys in a cold van slog- 
ging across Canada with 
a small set of songs and 
big dreams of a break. 

Since then, there have been plenty of sur- 
real, down-the-rabbit-hole moments, as the 
bassist calls them: Like learning that “How 
%u Remind Me” had hit No. i in summer 
2001. Or hearing a few months later that it 
was the most-played radio track. Of the entire 
year. In the entire world. 

But Kroeger insists that the press-shy guys 
of Nickelback still are the same hard-working 
but easygoing players who kicked off this 
roaring hard-rock journey nearly two decades 
ago in a rural farm and mining region of Al- 
berta. 

It helps that Nickelback is something 
of a family affair, with a core that includes 
Kroeger’s half-brother Chad Kroeger on 
vocals and longtime buddy Ryan Peake on 


seven albums, including last fall’s “Here and 
Now” 

Nickelback’s first tour since 2010, Kroeger 
said, is far and away the band’s grandest live 
show yet, with a set that reinserts some older 
material while making room for the aggres- 
sive energy of new songs such as “This Means 
War.” 

“Calling it ‘over the top’ would be putting it 
mildly,” he said of the production. “It’s not at 
the Lady Gaga level of tour expenditures. But 
it’s pretty good.” 

Nickelback’s work— with its sex, party- 
ing and fast-food hooks— doesn’t always sit 
well with those purists who take a romantic 
view of rock as art, dismissing Nickelback’s 
music as calculated hit formula— just as they 
scorned Creed, Bon Jovi and other mega-suc- 
cesses before them. 

Kroeger resists the notion that Nickelback 
is carrying any torches. 

“I think it’s just what we do,” he said. ‘As 
much as it would probably make good copy to 
say we’re the standard-bearer for party rock ‘n’ 
roll— like some martyr figure— it’s more that 
we just know what we do well. And it turns 
out there’s some people looking for that. God 
bless ’em all.”

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Google revamps 
searches in U.S.

Google is revamping the way it handles 
searches in the U.S. to give users quick access 
to answers without leaving the page, the com- 
pany said. 

The new search process is based on what 
Google calls the “knowledge graph”— mean- 
ing it tries to pinpoint faster the context sur- 
rounding its users’ keyword searches. 

“Over the years, as search has improved, 
people expect more,” said Amit Singhal, vice 
president of engineering at Google and the 
head of search. “We see this as the next big 
improvement in search relevance.” 

The redesign, which for now affects only 
U.S.-based English language users, started 
to gradually roll out Wednesday on desktop, 
mobile and tablet platforms. Google plans 
to eventually expand the new search features 
outside the U.S., Singhal said, without specify- 
ing when. 

Many of the results will carry more graphi- 
cal elements, compared to standard lists of 


search results, such as maps and pictures of 
related results, often in separate pop-ups. The 
idea is to let users easily discover what related 
material interests them and click through to 
it, Singhal said. 

The offering is the latest example of search 
companies moving away from offering a list of 
text-based links as search results. Last week, 
Microsoft’s Bing unveiled a redesign that in- 
cludes a “snapshot” column. Last year, Yahoo 
rolled out its “search direct box.” 

Google is by far the leader in search, with 
66 percent of the U.S. market, according to 
comScore. 

But it sees other sites such as Lacebook 
as competition, as users there can poll their 
friends and acquaintances for information on 
various topics without leaving the Lacebook 
ecosystem. 

Under Google’s existing algorithm, a search 
for “kings” might pull up results for the ice 
hockey team, the basketball team, and the TV 
series, all on the first results page. 


On the revamped Google, a box will pop up 
in the top right-hand corner of the screen, giv- 
ing users the option right away to limit their 
search to the desired meaning of “kings.” 

Lor some searches, such as on prominent 
people, Google will automatically pull up a 
summary box with key information on that 
topic. The summary box also will appear on 
the top right of the page. 

A search for architect Lrank Lloyd Wright, 
for example, pulls up the first line of his Wiki- 
pedia entry, plus dates of birth and death, 
thumbnail pictures of his best-known build- 


ings, and thumbnail pictures of other archi- 
tects people commonly search for. 

Google is also working on being able to 
better answer more complex questions such 
as “What are the lo deepest lakes in Africa?” 
that require its algorithms to factor in several 
different criteria. 

But it may never be able to crack some us- 
ers’ toughest questions, such as “Does my 
hairstyle make me look fat?” which Singhal 
said was a real user query 

“We are not magicians,” he said. “We are 
just computer science geeks.”

Smith’s Rosebud Salve is a beauty product 
made entirely within Maryland’s borders, but 
its brand name stretches far beyond the bor- 
ders of the U.S. 

In 2003, Sephora picked up the salve for 
sale in its stores across Europe and the states. 

“Of course it has amped up production 
considerably” said Linda Pruitt-Michielli, 
the Rosebud Perfume Company’s vice presi- 
dent. “Because of the influence of those ma- 
jor companies carrying our brand, we are also 
requested by many other stores across the 
country and the world, and it has increased 
our brand recognition.” 

Urban Outfitters and its higher-end cloth- 
ing boutique. Anthropologic, also carry the 
rose-scented balm typically used for dry lips, 
cuticles and skin, as do many mom-and-pop 
shops that carried the product before it took 
off on an international scale. Today indepen- 
dent shops make up a very small percentage 
of the company’s sales. 

“I use it on my lips,” said Hannah Gately 
24, while shopping at Sephora in Bethesda, 
Md. ‘And I have multiples. One for every 
purse.” 

The family-run company ships to stores 
and apothecaries as far away as Australia from 
its office on Main Street in Woodsboro, Md., 
a town of 922 people.

pany has formulated new Minted Rose and 
Brambleberry Rose balms. It also has started 
packaging its salves in lip balm tubes, as well 
as its signature round tins. 

The rosebud salve has been mentioned in 
beauty magazines and touted as a favorite 
product among celebrities and makeup artists 
such as Lindsay Lohan and Bobbi Brown. It 
has appeared in gift bags for red carpet events 
and was most recently featured as a giveaway 
on Anderson Cooper’s new syndicated day- 
time talk show with Kristen Johnston. 

The next product to be released will be the 
Minted Rose in a tube. 

“It’s the company’s third-best seller,” Pruitt 
Michielli said. “I think it’s going to be really 
popular.” 

While the company is enjoying great suc- 
cess now, it hasn’t always been as lucrative. 
After losing ground during the Great De- 
pression, the company switched from door- 
to-door sales and sending the product out on 
trust to being paid up-front. 

Pruitt-Michielli credits two high-end beau- 
ty chains in Manhattan, C.O. Bigelow Apoth- 
ecaries and Ricky’s, for renewing the compa- 
ny’s brand recognition in the late 1990s when 
they started to stock Rosebud Salve. 

“They had a lot of high-end customers and 
celebrities through their stores,” she said.

A totally rad way 
of rocking the ’ 80 s

Rita Ryack spent several weeks tangling with 
Tom Cruise’s leather pants. 

The costume designer for the upcom- 
ing 1980s musical “Rock of Ages,” opening 
June 15, was instrumental in Cruise’s conver- 
sion into the fictional rock icon Stacee Jaxx, 
a self-involved guitar-playing idol in the vein 
of Guns N’ Roses frontman Axl Rose. The 
coyote-fur jacket, the jewel-encrusted cod- 
piece and the custom-made cowboy hat did 
wonders in transforming the normally strait- 
laced Cruise into a drug-addled performer 
with more in common with Mick Jagger than 
Ethan Hunt. 

But it was the hand-stitched pants that 
proved the most trying component of the 
outre costume. Every time Cruise performed 
a rendition of Def Leppard’s “Pour Some Sug- 
ar on Me,” the pants would stretch out and 
lose their rocker slickness. 

“We had a distresser standing by who would 
hand him his next pair, take the ones Cruise 
wore, dry them, shrink them up again and re- 
age them,” Ryack said. “We had lots of pairs.” 

Beyond the Cruise transformation, Ryack 
was charged with turning Alec Baldwin into 
an aging hippie, Paul Giamatti into a cheesy 
music manager and Mary J. Blige into a jump- 
suit-wearing ’80s diva without making it too 
costumey per the instructions of director 
Adam Shankman (“Hairspray”). 




“In our first meeting, Adam said very clear- 
ly that because the ’80s is such an inherently 
funny costume time, he didn’t want the joke 
of the movie to be the clothes,” she said. “It’s 
still nuts, but we wanted to do hard rock ‘n’ 
roll, not costume rock ‘n’ roll like the White 
Stripes and Motley Criie. We stuck to a Guns 
N’ Roses look.” 

Except when it came to Diego Boneta, the 
aspiring rocker pressured into joining a boy 
band at the behest of his manager (Giamatti). 
Leather was turned primary for Boneta’s ri- 
diculous look as a member of the boy band 
Z-guyeez. 

“Those were my favorite costumes,” Ryack 
said. “The color-block stuff was so funny and 
so in opposition to real rock clothes.”
